(AP) — Estelle Hedaya was 
the outspoken life of the par- 
ty who loved travel and fash- 
ion. She lived on the sixth 
floor and quickly connected 
with fellow former New 
Yorker Linda March, an ad- 
venturous traveler who was 
renting out the penthouse. 


Nearly a month later, the two 
close friends are among the last 
of those missing in the Cham- 
plain Towers South collapse, 
along with Anastasia Gromova, 
a 24-year-old who had just been 
accepted to a program teaching 
English to students in Japan. 
The young go-getter was visit- 
ing friends at the Surfside condo 
for one last hurrah. 


“She always wanted to do as 
much as possible with her life,” 
her father Sergiy Gromov said 
Monday. “It seems like she 
knew that it was not going to 
last long.” 


Miami-Dade County authori- 
ties said at least 97 people died 
from the June 24 collapse. As of 
Monday, 95 of those victims had 
been identified, with potentially 
at least one more person buried 
in the rubble. 





“The weirdest thing about this 
whole thing is that Estelle’s best 
friend in the whole building is 
Linda,” said Hedaya’s boss Joe 
Murphy. 


Leah Sutton, a close friend of 
both women who celebrated 
holidays and birthdays with 
them, said it’s doubly heart- 
breaking. 


“Friends in life and souls in 
death,” said Sutton, who said she 
is struggling to make sense of it 
all. “Maybe Linda and Estelle are 
showing the way to heaven to all 
the other victims.” 


The recovery efforts feel pain- 
fully slow for their families as 
it stretches into a fourth week. 
Officials said Sunday they are 
“working to dewater the lower 
levels of the collapse,” lament- 
ing it’s becoming increasingly 
difficult to identify victims dur- 
ing this phase of the search. 
They are relying heavily on the 
medical examiner and highly 
technical processes to identify 
remains. 


March, a bubbly and outgoing 
58-year-old attorney, was always 
eager to strike up a conversation. 
She loved the beach and was 
looking for a new start in Miami. 
In the past decade, she’d lost her

sister and mother to cancer, her 
father died a few years later and 


she and her husband divorced. 


Back in New York, her two best 
friends, as close as sisters, wait in 


agony. 


“It feels like the wound gets 
deeper with each day that she is 
not located,” friend Dawn Falco 
said. “After falling victim to such 
a horrendous tragedy, she at least 
deserves to be placed to rest with 


dignity.” 


Hedaya, chief operating officer 
for jewelry company the Conti- 
nental Buying Group, was feel- 
ing especially confident after a 
recent weight loss, her boss Joe 
Murphy said. To celebrate, she 
bought a new red Lexus, just 
two months earlier. Her favorite 
color. 


The 54-year-old also had a blog 
called “Follow the Toes,” where 
she documented her interna- 
tional travels, foodie delights, 
dieting success and favorite spas.

Like March and Hedaya, An- 
astasia Gromova also loved to 
travel, and enjoyed good food 
and wine, her mother said. Al- 
though decades apart in age, the 
women were all fiercely inde- 
pendent. 


Gromova was visiting with 
23-year-old Michelle Pazos at 
her father Miguel’s apartment. 
Michelle’s body was found 10 
days ago and police said the 
body of Miguel Pazos, 55, was 
found July 8. 


Gromova’s parents and sister, 
who live in Canada and imme- 


diately flew to Florida after the 
collapse, still sit and wait. They 
broke down in sobs Monday as 
they shared the agony, watch- 
ing other victims’ relatives, 
alongside whom they waited for 
weeks, return home after their 
loved one was identified. 


“We are still waiting,” her 
mother, Larysa Gromova, said 
through tears. “It’s too much, 
it’s taking too long.” 





“We are the last ones,” he said. 
“It’s terrible, it’s painful.” 


Anna Gromova described her 
sister as a bright star, who always 
knew what she wanted and went 
after it. 


As the days pass, her family 
struggles with the whys. 


“Why her, why us, why this 
building, why today, why not 
yesterday, just so many ques- 
tions,” her mother said quietly.

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Critics take aim at charitable money sitting in donor funds

(AP) - Wealthy philan- 
thropists have long en- 


joyed an advantageous 
way to give to charity: Us- 
ing something called a do- 
nor-advised fund, they’ve 
been able to enjoy tax de- 
ductions and investment 
gains on their donations 
long before they give the 
money away. 


These so-called DAFs set no 
deadlines for when the do- 
nations must reach charities; 
the donors themselves decide 
when and where the money 
goes. 





Critics complain that because 
DAFs provide no financial 
incentive to quickly donate 
the money, much of it ends 
up sitting indefinitely in the 
accounts rather than being 
distributed to needy charities. 


That criticism has helped 
drive a Senate bill that would 
tighten the rules for DAFs 
and aim to speed donations 
to charities. The bill, intro- 
duced by Sens. Angus King, 
a Maine Independent, and 
Chuck Grassley, an Iowa 
Republican, appears to be 
gaining bipartisan support in 
Congress. 

The bill would make nu- 
merous reforms to DAFs by, 





among other things, creating 
new categories of accounts. 


One type of account would 
give donors an immediate 
income tax deduction for 
money they agree to give to a 
charity within 15 years. 


The second type would let 
them delay the distribution 
of their money for 50 years. 
These donors would get no 
income tax deduction until 
then. But they would still get 
to enjoy capital gains and es- 
tate tax savings for donating 
stocks or gifts into a DAF. 


Community foundation- 
sponsored DAFs with less 
than $1 million would be ex- 
empt from the requirement. 
But donors with more than 
$1 million in such accounts 
would qualify for upfront tax 
benefits only if they distrib- 
uted at least 5% of their assets 
annually or gave their money 
to a charity within 15 years. 
Under current law, assets can 
remain in a DAF indefinitely, 
tax-free. 


“The idea of getting a tax de- 
duction today for money that 
may not be paid out for 50 
years makes no sense,” the 
senator added. “I understand 
you might want to put it into 


a fund and have someone else 
manage it. But it’s got to go 
out within a reasonable peri- 
od of time. Otherwise, it’s an 
abuse of the tax code.” 


The proposed reforms have 
opened a rift in philanthropy 
circles among billionaire do- 
nors, community founda- 
tions and trade associations 
and have sparked intense 
lobbying efforts both for and 


against the legislation. 


The debate was ignited when 
John Arnold, a Texas-based 
billionaire who made his 
fortune in hedge funds and 
now co-chairs Arnold Ven- 
tures, joined with a group of 
scholars and philanthropies 
to propose a set of reforms 
under a coalition they called 
The Initiative to Accelerate 
Charitable Giving. Members 
of the group met with law- 
makers to advocate for the 
reforms, which have largely 
been incorporated into the 
Senate bill. 

What sparked Arnold’s inter- 
est, he said, was seeing rich 
people with philanthropic 
intent funneling money into 
DAFs yet distributing very 
little of it to charities. 


Opponents of the bill coun- 
ter that tighter restrictions 
on DAFs are unnecessary 
because the average annual 
payout rates for DAFs hover 
around 20% — much higher 
than the 5% minimum re- 
quired of private founda- 
tions. Richard Graber, who 
leads the conservative Brad- 
ley Foundation, calls the 
legislation “a solution in 
search of a problem.” (The 
foundation is affiliated with 
Bradley Impact Fund, a DAF 


sponsor).Yet without payout 
requirements, supporters 
of the legislation say DAFs 
— which hold an estimated 
$142 billion in the United 
States — have essentially be- 
come warehouses for charita- 
ble donations. The accounts 
let donors set up endowed 
accounts that exist in perpe- 
tuity and can pass on to their 
heirs. 

A June report by the Coun- 
cil of Michigan Foundations 
showed that 35% of DAFs 
sponsored by Michigan com- 
munity foundations distrib- 
uted no money in 2020, a 
year marked by enormous 
need because of the viral pan- 
demic. 


Today, roughly 1 in 8 chari- 
table dollars are estimated to 
go into DAFs. The New York 
Community Trust, a com- 
munity foundation, estab- 
lished the first DAF in 1931. 
Their use accelerated in the 
1990s, when Fidelity Chari- 
table launched a national 
donor-advised fund program. 
Charitable arms of many fi- 
nancial firms, including Van- 
guard Charitable and Schwab 
Charitable, now run robust 
DAF programs. 


Community foundations, 
along with universities, hos- 
pitals, faith-based groups and 
large charities like United 
Way also sponsor DAFs. Col- 
lectively, they account for 
a 300% growth in DAF ac- 
counts over the past 10 years, 
according to the National 
Philanthropic Trust. 


Eileen Heisman, who leads 
the philanthropic trust, notes 
the ease of opening a DAF ac- 
count online, the emergence 





of workplace charitable-giv- 
ing accounts and low initial 
minimum contributions. 
Indeed, Fidelity and Schwab 
require no initial contribu- 
tions at all for opening a DAF 
account, Heisman noted, 
thereby transforming it into 
a financial vehicle anyone can 
use. Still, the average value of 
a DAF account — estimated 
at about $162,000 — shows 
that DAFs remain a vehicle 
mainly for the affluent. 





The Senate bill was crafted 
with guidance from Ray 
Madoff, a Boston College 
law professor who, alongside 
Arnold, has called for stricter 
DAF rules. Madoff and a col- 
league published a study in 
May that showed that work- 
ing charities had lost $300 
billion in contributions over 
a five-year period as more 
people channeled donations 
through DAFs and private 
foundations rather than di- 
rectly to charities. 


The Philanthropy Round- 
table, a conservative-leaning 
group that opposes payout 
requirements for DAFs, dis- 
putes those findings. Its pres- 
ident, Elise Westhoff, argues 
that “more mandates and 
regulations on giving will just 
make it harder for all Ameri- 
cans to support the causes 
they care about.” 


Supporters of the bill, in- 
cluding William Schambra, 
a philanthropy expert at the 
conservative Hudson Insti- 
tute, say much of the push- 
back reflects a financial in- 
centive that DAF sponsors 
want to preserve: The fees 
they charge to manage the ac- 
counts.

Thomas Joseph Barrack, 74, 
of Santa Monica, California, 
was among three men 
charged in New York federal 
court with trying to influence 


foreign policy while Trump 
was running in 2016 and later 
while he was president. 


Matthew Herrington, an 
attorney for Barrack, did not 
immediately return an email 
seeking comment. Barrack 
was due to appear at an initial 
appearance in federal court in 
Southern California. 


Barrack was charged with 
conspiracy, obstruction of 
justice and making multiple 
false statements during a 
June 20, 2019 interview with 
federal law enforcement 
agents. Also charged in a 
seven-count indictment in 
Brooklyn federal court were 
Matthew Grimes, 27, of 


Aspen, Colorado and Rashid 
Sultan Rashid Al Malik 
Alshahhi, 43, of the United 
Arab Emirates. 


Grimes also was arrested 
Tuesday in California. A 
message for comment was 
sent to his attorney. The 
whereabouts of Alshahhi 
weren’t immediately clear. 


“The defendants repeatedly 
capitalized on Barrack’s 
friendships and access 
to a candidate who was 
eventually elected President, 
high-ranking campaign 
and government officials, 
and the American media 
to advance the policy goals 
of a foreign government 


without disclosing their true 
allegiances,” Acting Assistant 
Attorney General Mark 
Lesko said in a release. 


Lesko characterized the 
alleged conduct as “nothing 
short of a betrayal of those 
officials in the United 
States, including the former 
President.” 


“Through this indictment, 





regardless of their wealth 
or perceived political 
power — on notice that 
the Department of Justice 
will enforce the prohibition 
of this sort of undisclosed 
foreign influence,” the 
statement said. 
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After horrific fair ride accident, Ohio beefs up inspections 


(AP) - Four years after a 
carnival ride’s corroded 
steel arm snapped and 
flung a high school stu- 
dent to his death at the 
Ohio State Fair, the state 
is tightening its oversight 
of amusement rides. 


Inspectors are conducting 
more mandatory checks for 
rust and metal fatigue and 
increasingly flagging rides for 
repairs during the first year of 
enforcement under the new 
regulations. 


Some carnival operators say 
inspectors are overreaching 
and shutting rides over issues 
that aren’t immediate safety 
concerns. A few have pulled 
out of Ohio’s festival circuit 
or are considering it because 
of what they say is uncertain- 
ty over how the rules are be- 
ing enforced. 


The 2017 accident at Ohio’s 
showcase fair that killed Tyler 
Jarrell, an 18-year-old Ma- 
rine enlistee, and left four 
others with life-changing in- 
juries sent shudders through 
the amusement industry. 


The maker of the spinning, 
swinging Fire Ball ride said 
years of undetected excessive 
internal corrosion caused a 
carriage holding four riders 
to break apart just hours after 
a final inspection. 





Attorneys for the victims 
believe the state's inspec- 
tors missed obvious warning 
signs and also blamed the 
ride’s operator and maker, 
though no one was charged. 


Ohio, like many other states, 
gives its ride inspectors im- 
munity from negligence law- 
suits. But settlements were 


reached with the ride’s own- 
er and two private inspection 
companies while another 
lawsuit against the manufac- 
turer is still in court. 


While the state has long had 
one of the nation’s more 
robust ride inspection pro- 
erams — nine states don’t 
require any government 
scrutiny — Ohio lawmakers 
spent more than a year craft- 
ing a plan to increase over- 
sight. Called “Tyler’s Law,” 
it requires more mandatory 
inspections for big attractions 
and makes owners maintain 
repair and travel records. 

“We will have a history that 
comes with each ride, wheth- 
er it be a kiddie ride ora roller 
coaster,” said Dorothy Pelan- 
da, director of Ohio’s Agri- 
culture Department, which 
oversees ride inspections. 


The head of the state’s 
amusement ride safety office, 
David Miran, said the law 
emphasizes checking a ride’s 
structural components and 
that inspectors are told to err 
on the side of caution. 


Carnival owners also must 
work with ride manufactur- 
ers or a certified engineer 
when repairs are needed 
and have them sign off on 
the work — a process that 
is more expensive and keeps 
rides out of commission lon- 
ger, resulting in lost revenue, 
their operators say. 


“It's out of the ride owners 
hands in that scenario, and 
its up to the manufacturer 
who has the deep knowledge 
of what that ride is and what 
the ride needs,” said Miran. 
“Having that other set of eye- 
balls is huge.” 


Because ride owners now are 


dini to si posa in- 
spections before going out on 
the road, many are making 
needed modifications before 
inspectors arrive, Miran said. 


Ride owners say they're all 
for safety and don’t mind 
added scrutiny, but some 
rides have been shut down 
for things they think don’t 
compromise safety such as 
surface rust on handrails and 
on transport trailers. 


Frank Welsh, a member of 
the Ohio Advisory Council 
on Amusement Ride Safety, 
a volunteer board, said some 
inspectors are probably being 
a little too picky to protect 
themselves from being fired 
or disciplined. 


“Take an an older car — you 
get a little rust on the bumper 
and it doesn’t mean the car’s 
unsafe,” he said. “It doesn’t 
mean you need to have an 
engineer look at it.” 

Eric Bates, who has been in 
the portable ride business for 
five decades, said the new law 
doesn’t address what caused 
the Fire Ball accident — in- 
ternal corrosion that can only 
be spotted by ultrasonic test- 
ing that measures the steel’s 
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thickness. 

“By the time we see exter- 
nal rust, its too late,” said 
the owner of Bates Brothers 
Amusement Co.

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This year, five of his 18 car- 
nival rides weren’t allowed 
to start at the beginning of 
the season. A kiddie coaster 
had to be disassembled and 
repaired even though it had 
issues that he didn’t think 
needed immediate attention. 


Amusement operators say 
they especially can’t afford to 
have their rides grounded for 
repairs that they don’t believe 
are warranted coming after 
a year when they were shut 
down because of the pan- 
demic. 

“I can’t gamble like that,” 
said Val Gorham, who runs 
Cromer United Amuse- 
ments from its base in Eaton, 


Ohio. 


Instead of taking his rides to 
26 fairs and festivals around 
Ohio this summer, he’s can- 
celed all of those and filled 
his calendar with events in 
neighboring states. 


“When I go 15 miles to Indi- 
ana or to West Virginia, Geor- 


gia, Florida or Kentucky, my 
equipment’s fine,” he said. 


His decision left organizers 
of the Tusky Days festival 
in Tuscarawas scrambling to 
find another ride company. 
All they could come up with 
were a few inflatable bounce 
houses and one kiddie ride. 


“We were doing damage con- 
trol all weekend,” said festi- 
val chairman Matt Ritenour. 
“Having a festival without 
rides is like having a beer gar- 
den without beer. You just 
can’t have it.” 


In neighboring Denison, 
only six of 11 rides were ap- 
proved to operate during its 
four-day festival in June be- 
cause inspectors had “zero 
tolerance for rust,” said Greg 
DiDonato, the town’s mayor. 


“I get that there was a trag- 
edy. I get it, we want safety, 
but this is a huge overreach,” 
said DiDonato, a former state 
lawmaker. “I’m for ride safe- 
ty, everybody is. But this will 
kill the small ride operators.” 


Small town carnivals and 
church festivals are most 
likely to lose out because 
some out-of-state operators 
won't go through getting li- 
censed in Ohio and those that 
remain will seek out more 
profitable, bigger events, said 
Mike Spriggs, president of 
the Ohio Fairs and Festivals 
Association. 


“If there aren’t changes made 
to be a little more friendly, I 
think we’ll continue to see 
them go by the wayside,” he 
said about the ride compa- 
nies. “They’re not going to 
go through that trouble to get 
licensed in Ohio.” 


California synagogue shooting suspect pleads guilty 


(AP) — A 22-year-old 
former nursing student 
pleaded guilty Tuesday to 
murder and other charges 
in connection with a dead- 
ly shooting at a Southern 
California synagogue on 
the last day of Passover. 


John T. Earnest avoided the 
death penalty with his plea in 
San Diego Superior Court. 
The San Diego County dis- 
trict attorney’s office said he 
agreed to serve the rest of 
his life in prison without the 
possibility of parole in state 
prison. Sentencing is sched- 
uled Sept. 30. 


Earnest opened fire with a 


semi-automatic rifle during 
the last day of Passover ser- 
vices in April 2019 at Chabad 
of Poway. The attack killed 


60-year-old Lori Gilbert- 
Kaye and wounded three 
others, including an 8-year- 


old girl and the rabbi, who 





lost a finger. 

Earnest then called 911 to say 
he had shot up a synagogue 
because Jews were trying to 
“destroy all white people,” 
authorities said. 

Earnest faces similar charges 
in federal court, where fed- 


eral prosecutors faced a dead- 
line of Aug. 30 on whether to 
pursue the death penalty. His 
next appearance in federal 
court is Sept. 30. The U.S. at- 
torney’s office in San Diego 
did not immediately respond 
to a request for comment. 


Earnest submitted a con- 
ditional plea agreement for 
consideration by federal 
prosecutors on June 4, the 
San Diego County district at- 
torney’s office said. 


The district attorney said 
it consulted the Kaye fam- 
ily and other victims before 
agreeing to the deal, aware 


that a possible plea arrange- 
ment in the federal prosecu- 
tion would prevent the state’s 
case from moving forward. 





“While we reserved the op- 
tion of trying this as a death 
penalty case, life in prison 
without the possibility of pa- 
role for the defendant is an 
appropriate resolution to this 
violent hate crime and we 
hope it brings a measure of 
justice and closure to the vic- 
tims, their families, friends 
and the wider community,” 
the office said. “This plea en- 
sures the defendant is held 
accountable for his crimes 
under California state law.” 
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Freed Guantanamo inmate with Moroccan family after 19 years 


(AP) — A Moroccan 
held for 19 years without 
charges at the U.S. deten- 
tion facility for terror sus- 
pects at Guantanamo Bay 
has rejoined his family 
after questioning by po- 
lice in this North African 
kingdom, his lawyer said 
Tuesday. 


Abdullatif Nasser, now 56, 
is the first detainee at the 
Guantanamo Bay center to be 
transferred into the custody 
of his home country under 
the administration of Presi- 
dent Joe Biden. 





Upon his arrival on Monday, 


he was questioned by the Na- 
tional Division of the Judicial 
Police in Casablanca “on sus- 
picion of committing terror- 
ist acts” before being set free. 


“He is now with his family 
whom he hadn’t seen in al- 
most two decades,” Nasser’s 
Moroccan attorney, Khalil 
Idrissi, said. Nasser, who was 
not available for comment, 
wants only to catch up with 
his old life, his attorney said 
by telephone. 


No further action against his 
client is expected, he added. 


Nasser had been a member 
of a nonviolent but illegal 
Moroccan Sufi Islam group 
in the 1980s, according to his 
Pentagon file. He had been 
recruited to fight in Chech- 
nya but ended up in Afghani- 
stan, training at an al-Qaida 
camp. He was captured after 
fighting U.S. forces and sent 
to Guantánamo in May 2002. 


A review board had recom- 
mended repatriation for 
Nasser in July 2016, but he 
remained in the detention 
center at a U.S. naval base in 


Cuba throughout the presi- 
dency of Donald Trump, 
who opposed closing the 
site. In announcing Nasser’s 
transfer home, the Pentagon 
cited the board’s determina- 
tion that his detention was no 
longer necessary to protect 
U.S. national security. 


Almost 800 detainees have 
passed through Guantánamo 
. Of the 39 remaining, 10 
are eligible for transfers out. 
They are from Yemen, Paki- 
stan, Tunisia, Algeria and the 
United Arab Emirates. 


Israel vows to ‘act aggressively against Ben & Jerry's 


(AP) — Israel’s prime 
minister vowed Tues- 
day to “act aggressively” 
against the decision by 
Ben & Jerry’s to stop sell- 
ing its ice cream in Israe- 
li-occupied territories, as 
the country’s ambassador 
to the U.S. urged dozens 
of state governors to pun- 
ish the company under 
anti-boycott laws. 


The strong reaction reflected 
concerns in Israel that the ice 
cream maker’s decision could 
lead other companies to fol- 
low suit. It also appeared to 
set the stage for a protracted 
public relations and legal 
battle. 


Prime Minister Naftali Ben- 
nett’s office said he spoke 
with Alan Jope, chief execu- 
tive of Ben & Jerry’s parent 
company Unilever, and raised 
concern about what he called 
a “clearly anti-Israel step.” 
He said the move would have 
“serious consequences, legal 
and otherwise,” and Israel 
“will act aggressively against 
all boycott actions directed 
against its citizens.” 


In Monday’s announcement, 
Ben & Jerry’s said it would 
stop selling ice cream in the 
occupied West Bank and con- 
tested east Jerusalem. The 
company, known for its so- 
cial activism, said such sales 
were “inconsistent with our 
values.” 


The statement was one of the 
strongest rebukes by a high- 
profile company of Israel’s 
settlement policies in the 
West Bank and east Jerusa- 
lem, which it has controlled 
for more than a half-century 
after capturing them in the 
1967 Mideast war. 


The Palestinians, with broad 


international support, claim 
both areas as parts of a future 
independent state. Israeli set- 
tlements, now home to some 
700,000 Israelis, are widely 
seen as illegal and obstacles 
to peace. 


Israel annexed east Jerusalem 
after the 1967 war and con- 
siders the entire city its undi- 
vided capital, though the an- 
nexation is not international- 
ly recognized. It says the West 
Bank is disputed territory and 
says its final status should be 
resolved in negotiations. The 
international community, 
however, widely considers 
both areas to be occupied ter- 
ritory. 


In its statement, Ben & Jer- 
ry’s said it had informed its 
longtime Israeli partner that 
it will not renew its license 
agreement when it expires at 
the end of 2022. 


While noting it would not 
serve Israeli-occupied areas, 
it said it would continue to 
provide ice cream in Israel 
“through a different arrange- 
ment.” A number of compa- 
nies, most notably beverage 
company SodaStream, have 
closed factories in the occu- 
pied West Bank but few have 
targeted Israeli consumers 
living there. 


It remains unclear how Ben 
& Jerry’s plans to do that. Is- 
raeli supermarket chains, a 
primary distribution channel 
for the cleverly named flavors 
of ice cream, operate in the 
settlements, and under Israeli 
law, people or companies that 
boycott the settlements can 
be sued. 





On the global stage, Israel 
does not differentiate be- 
tween settlements and the 
rest of the country. When 


home-rental company Airb- 
nb announced in 2018 that it 
would no longer list proper- 
ties in West Bank settlements, 
Israel harshly condemned the 
move as part of a broader Pal- 
estinian-led boycott move- 
ment against Israel. 


Israel’s strategic affairs minis- 
ter at the time, Gilad Erdan, 
encouraged Israelis harmed 
by the decision to sue Airb- 
nb. Several months later, af- 
ter continued Israeli criticism 
and a U.S. federal lawsuit 
filed by Israeli Americans, the 
company reversed course. 


Erdan, now Israel’s ambassa- 
dor to the U.S., said Tuesday 
that he had sent a letter to the 
governors of 35 states that 
have passed laws against anti- 
Israel boycott activity. 


“Rapid and determined ac- 
tion must be taken to counter 
such discriminatory and an- 
tisemitic actions,” he wrote. 
“We must stand united and 
send an unequivocal message 
that this will not be toler- 
ated.” 


But even some of Israel’s 
supporters said the company 
was on solid ground. 


Jeremy Ben-Ami, president 
of the liberal pro-Israel group 
J-Street, said it was not anti- 
semitism to differentiate be- 
tween Israel and settlements 
built on occupied territory. 


“Instead of demonizing and 
attacking companies and in- 
dividuals for making prin- 
cipled decisions,” he said, 
“these leaders would make 
a greater contribution to the 
fight against antisemitism by 
helping to bring the unjust 
and harmful occupation to a 
peaceful end.” 

The dispute has turned the 
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Israeli ice cream market into 
the latest front in Israel’s 
long-running battle against 
the BDS movement, a Pal- 
estinian-led grassroots cam- 
paign that promotes boycotts, 
divestment and sanctions 
against Israeli businesses, 
cultural institutions and uni- 
versities. 


BDS organizers say they are 
protesting what they call Is- 
raeli oppression of Palestin- 
lans in a campaign modeled 
on the anti-apartheid move- 
ment in South Africa. Its 
nonviolent message has reso- 
nated with audiences around 
the world, including on many 
U.S. college campuses. 


But Israel says the movement 
has a deeper agenda aimed at 
delegitimizing and destroy- 
ing the country. 


Omar Barghouti, a BDS co- 
founder, said the movement 
had been urging Ben & Jer- 
ry’s to pull out of Israel for 
years. He called its decision 
“quite significant.” 


“It shows you cannot have 
business with an apartheid 
state without being complic- 
it,” he said. “We expect more 
socially responsible compa- 
nies to follow suit, perhaps 
less publicly. 


Unilever, which acquired 
Ben & Jerry’s in 2000, ap- 
peared Tuesday to distance it- 


self from the ice cream maker. 
In a statement, Unilever not- 
ed that under the purchase 
agreement, it recognized Ben 
& Jerry’s independence and 
right “to take decisions about 
its social mission.” 





“We remain fully commit- 
ted to our presence in Israel, 
where we have invested in 
our people, brands and busi- 
ness for several decades,” it 
said. 


Eugene Kontorovich, a pro- 
fessor at George Mason Uni- 
versity’s Scalia Law School, 
said that despite such assur- 
ances, the global company 
could be vulnerable to U.S. 
state laws banning anti-Israel 
boycott activity. 


Kontorovich, who consult- 
ed with lawmakers in some 
states that adopted the laws, 
said they treat anti-Israel 
boycotts as a form of discrim- 
ination. Violating these laws, 
he said, could make both Ben 
& Jerry’s and Unilever in- 
eligible for state contracts or 
prompt states to drop Unile- 
ver shares from large pension 


funds. 


“Our enemies know they 
cannot destroy us with all 
those missiles,” he told re- 
porters. “They can destroy us 
economically through sanc- 
tions and boycotts. And that’s 
where BDS poses a long- 
term threat.” 
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Leftist teacher, political novice, is Peru’s president-elect 


(AP) — A teacher in one 
of the poorest communi- 
ties in the Andes who had 
never held office is now 
Peru’s president-elect af- 
ter officials in the South 
American country de- 
clared him the winner of 
a runoff election held last 
month. 


Leftist Pedro Castillo cata- 
pulted from unknown to 
president-elect with the sup- 
port of the country’s poor and 
rural citizens, many of whom 
identify with the struggles 
the teacher has faced. Castillo 
was Officially declared win- 
ner Monday after the coun- 
try’s electoral count became 
the longest in 40 years as his 
opponents fought the results. 





Castillo received 44,000 
more votes than right-wing 
politician Keiko Fujimori in 
the June 6 runoff. This is the 
third presidential election 
defeat for the daughter of 
imprisoned former President 
Alberto Fujimori. 


“Let’s not put the obstacles to 
move this country forward,” 
Castillo asked his opponent 
in his first remarks in front 
of hundreds of followers in 
Lima. 


Wielding a pencil the size of 
a cane, symbol of his Peru 
Libre party, Castillo popu- 
larized the phrase “No more 
poor in a rich country.” The 
economy of Peru, the world’s 
second-largest copper pro- 
ducer, has been crushed by 
the coronavirus pandemic, 
increasing the poverty level 
to almost one-third of the 
population and eliminating 
the gains of a decade. 


The shortfalls of Peru’s pub- 
lic health services have con- 
tributed to the country’s poor 
pandemic outcomes, leaving 
it with the highest global per 
capita death rate. Castillo has 
promised to use the revenues 
from the mining sector to 
improve public services, in- 
cluding education and health, 
whose inadequacies were 


highlighted by the pandemic. 


“Those who do not have a car 
should have at least one bi- 
cycle,” Castillo, 51, told The 
Associated Press in mid-April 
at his adobe house in Angufa, 
Peru’s third poorest district. 


Since surprising Peruvians 
and observers by advancing to 
the presidential runoff elec- 
tion, Castillo has softened his 





first proposals on nationaliz- 
ing multinational mining and 
natural gas companies. In- 
stead, his campaign has said 
he is considering raising taxes 
on profits due to high copper 
prices, which exceed $10,000 


per ton. 


Historians say he is the first 
peasant to become president 
of Peru, where until now, 
Indigenous people almost 
always have received the 
worst of the deficient public 
services even though the na- 
tion boasted of being the eco- 
nomic star of Latin America 
in the first two decades of the 
century. 








“There are no cases of a per- 
son unrelated to the profes- 
sional, military or economic 
elites who reaches the presi- 
dency,” Cecilia Méndez, a 
Peruvian historian and pro- 
fessor at the University of 
California-Santa Barbara, 
told a radio station. 


Hundreds of Peruvians from 
various regions camped out 
for more than a month in 
front of the Electoral Tribu- 
nal in Lima, Peru's capital, 
to await Castillo’s proclama- 
tion. Many do not belong 
to Castillo’s party, but they 
trust the professor because 
“he will not be like the other 
politicians who have not kept 
their promises and do not de- 
fend the poor,” said Maruja 
Inquilla, an environmental 
activist who arrived from a 
town near Titicaca, the myth- 
ical lake of the Incas. 


Castillo’s meteoric rise from 


unknown to president elect 
has divided the Andean na- 
tion deeply. 


Author Mario Vargas Llosa, 
a holder of a Nobel Prize for 
literature, has said Castillo 
“represents the disappear- 
ance of democracy and free- 
dom in Peru.” Meanwhile, 
retired soldiers sent a letter to 
the commander of the armed 
forces asking him not to re- 
spect Castillo’s victory. 


Fujimori, who ran with the 
support of the business elites, 
said Monday that she will ac- 
cept Castillo’s victory, after 
accusing him for a month of 
electoral fraud without of- 
fering any evidence. The ac- 
cusation delayed his appoint- 
ment as president-elect as she 
asked electoral authorities to 
annul thousands of votes, 
many in Indigenous and poor 
communities in the Andes. 








The United States, European 
Union and 14 electoral mis- 
sions determined that the 
voting was fair. The U.S. 
called the election a “model 
of democracy” for the region. 


Steven Levitsky, a political 
scientist at Harvard Uni- 
versity, told a radio station 
that Castillo is arriving to 
the presidency “very weak,” 
and in some sense in a “very 
similar” position to Salvador 
Allende when he came to 
power in Chile in 1970 and 
to Joao Goulart, who became 
president of Brazil in 1962. 


“He has almost the entire es- 
tablishment of Lima against 


him,” said Levitsky, an expert 
on Latin American politics. 


He added that if Castillo tried 
to change the constitution 
of Peru — enacted in 1993 
during the tenure of Alberto 
Fujimori — “without build- 
ing a consensus, (without) 
alliances with center games, 
it would be very dangerous 
because it would be a justifi- 
cation for a coup.” 





The president-elect worked 
as an elementary school 
teacher for the last 25 years in 
his native San Luis de Puna, a 
remote village in Cajamarca, 
a northern region. He cam- 
paigned wearing rubber san- 
dals and a wide-brimmed 
hat, like the peasants in his 
community, where 40% of 
children are chronically mal- 
nourished. 


In 2017, he led the largest 
teacher strike in 30 years in 
search of better pay and, al- 
though he did not achieve 
substantial improvements, he 
sat down to talk with Cabinet 
ministers, legislators and bu- 
reaucrats. 


Over the past two decades, 
Peruvians have seen that the 
previous political experience 
and university degrees of 
their five former presidents 
did not help fight corruption. 
All former Peruvian presi- 
dents who governed since 
1985 have been ensnared in 
corruption allegations, some 
imprisoned or arrested in 
their mansions. One died by 
suicide before police could 
take him into custody. The 
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South American country cy- 
cled through three presidents 
last November. 


Castillo recalled that the first 
turn in his life occurred one 
night as a child when his 
teacher persuaded his father 
to allow him to finish his pri- 
mary education at a school 
two hours from home. It 
happened while both adults 
chewed coca leaves, an Ande- 
an custom to reduce fatigue. 


“He suffered a lot in his 
childhood,” his wife, teacher 
Lilia Paredes, told AP while 
doing dishes at home. The 
couple has two children. 


He got used to long walks. 
He would arrive at the class- 
room with his peasant san- 
dals, with a woolen saddlebag 
on his shoulder, a notebook 
and his lunch, which con- 
sisted of sweet potatoes or 
tamales that cooled with the 
hours. 


Castillo said his life was 
marked by the work he did 
as a child with his eight sib- 
lings, but also by the memory 
of the treatment that his il- 
literate parents received from 
the owner of the land where 
they lived. He cried when he 
remembered that if the rent 
was not paid, the landowner 
kept the best crops. 


“You kept looking at what 
you had sown, you clutched 
your stomach, and I will not 
forget that, I will not forgive 
it either,” he said. 
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like no other — and the 
Tokyo Games are sure- 
ly that — but this is an 
event that has persevered 
through wars, boycotts 
and now a pandemic over 
its 125-year modern his- 
tory. 


The Tokyo Olympics have 
already broken new ground 
because of the 12-month de- 
lay caused by the coronavirus 
pandemic, pushing it into an 
odd-numbered year for the 
first time. But with no fans 
permitted in Japan, foreign or 
local, it has the distinction of 
being the first Games with- 
out spectators. 


“We're in uncharted ter- 
ritory,” said Steve Wilson, 
the former president of the 
Olympic Journalists Associa- 
tion who covered the Olym- 
pic movement for The Asso- 
ciated Press for nearly three 
decades until 2017. 


“These will be Games with- 
out the carnival atmosphere, 
celebration and fun that 
we've come to expect and 
look forward to. Definitely 
one for the history books.” 


There have been many oth- 
er unusual editions of the 
Olympics in the past, how- 
ever. The United States and 
many of its allies boycotted 
the 1980 Moscow Games to 
protest the Soviet Union’s 


invasion of Afghanistan. The 
Soviets and many of its allies 
reciprocated four years later 
by boycotting the 1984 Los 
Angeles Olympics. 


Dozens of countries, mainly 
from Africa, boycotted the 
1976 Montreal Games to 
protest New Zealand’s sport- 
ing ties to the South African 
apartheid regime. South Af- 
rica was banned from com- 
peting from 1964 to 1988 be- 
cause of apartheid. 


World War I and World War 
II forced the Olympics to be 
canceled altogether, so there 
were no 1916, 1940 or 1944 
Games. The separate Win- 
ter Olympics didn’t exist at 
the time of World War I, but 
World War II forced two of 
them to be called off. 


The 1940 Games were sup- 
posed to be held in Tokyo, 
but upon the return of the 
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Olympics in 1948, London 
was chosen as host. Tokyo 
had to wait until 1964 to host 
the Games for the first time. 


And then there was 1920, an 
Olympics held in Antwerp, 
Belgium, that took place 
as the world was emerging 
from both World War I and a 
flu pandemic that killed more 
than 50 million people. 


“In a minimum of time, 
they organized the Games, 
but they were relatively im- 
provised Games,” Roland 
Renson, a Belgian sports his- 
torian, told the AP last year. 
“They had to do it with the 
means they had at their dis- 
posal, and they were at that 
time far from abundant in a 
city so heavily hit by war.” 


The coronavirus pandemic 
even affected Antwerp’s 100- 
year anniversary, forcing last 
year’s celebrations to be can- 
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Another odd Olympic oc- 
currence came at the 1956 
Melbourne Games, when the 
equestrian events were held 
in Stockholm because of ani- 
mal quarantine regulations in 
Australia. 


And then there is the 1906 
Athens Olympics, or maybe 
the lack of a 1906 Olympics. 


Originally called the “Ath- 
ens International Olym- 
pic Games” and sanctioned 
by the IOC, they are now 
known as the Intercalated (or 
Intermediary) Games of 1906 
— hosted halfway between 
the normal four-year Olym- 
pic cycle. They were ruled 
unofficial in 1949, according 
to Olympic historian David 
Wallechinsky. 


Tragedy has also marked 
the Olympics, most notably 
when 11 members of the Is- 
raeli team were murdered 
by the Palestinian terrorist 
group Black September at 
the 1972 Munich Games and 
when a bomb exploded in the 
Olympic Park at the 1996 At- 
lanta Games. 


Other host cities have turned 
down the right to host the 
Games. The 1908 Olympics, 
for instance, were originally 
awarded to Rome, but they 
were relocated to London 
following the eruption of 
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Italian government decided 
its financial resources would 
be better spent on rebuilding 
Naples. 

Rome finally hosted the 
Games in 1960. 


One particular Olympics has 
an especially controversial 
past: the 1936 Berlin Games. 
Although the Games were 
awarded about two years 
before Adolf Hitler became 
dictator, they went ahead un- 
der Nazism. Jesse Owens, an 
African American track great, 
went on to win four gold 
medals, but he was supposed 
to compete in only three 
events, the 100 meters, 200 
meters and long jump. 


Marty Glickman and Sam 
Stoller had been two of the 
presumed team members for 
the 4x100-meter relay. They 
were replaced by Owens and 
Ralph Metcalfe, who won the 
race alongside Frank Wykoff 
and Foy Draper in world re- 
cord time. 


“What made the situation 
ugly,” Wallechinsky wrote in 
“The Complete Book of the 
Olympics” in 2012, “was that 
Stoller and Glickman were 
the only Jews on the U.S. 
track team, and they returned 
to the United States as the 
only members of the squad 
who didn’t compete.” 


Joshua defending heavyweight titles vs Usyk in September 


(AP) — Anthony Joshua 
will defend his WBA, IBF 
and WBO heavyweight 
titles against former un- 
disputed world cruiser- 
weight champion Olek- 
sandr Usyk at Tottenham 
Hotspur Stadium on Sept. 
25: 


The fight pits two 2012 Lon- 
don Olympic gold medallists 
against each other: Joshua 
topped the podium in the su- 
per-heavyweight division and 
Usyk reigned supreme in the 
heavyweight bracket. 


“We are two Olympic gold 
medallists who have fought 
our way to the top and never 
avoided challenges,” Joshua 
said in a statement on Tues- 
day. “The stadium is excep- 
tional, the atmosphere will 
be electric, Pm honored to 
be the first person to fight in 
such an awe inspiring venue. 
I am ready to handle busi- 


ness.” 

The mandatory WBO title 
fight fills a vacancy after Josh- 
ua’s all-British blockbuster 
against Tyson Fury in Saudi 
Arabia in August was scup- 
pered when a United States 
arbitrator ordered the WBC 
champion to take on Deontay 
Wilder again. That contest is 
in October. 


Renowned for his nimble 
footwork, exemplary hand 
speed and head movement, 
Usyk collected all four major 
world belts at cruiserweight 
and has won all 18 of his pro- 
fessional contests, 13 of them 
inside the distance. 


Having had just two fights 
in boxing’s blue riband divi- 
sion since stepping up, there 
remains lingering questions 
about the Ukrainian’s punch 
resistance and his ability to 
trouble the top heavyweights 
with his power. Usyk is also 
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34, three years older than 
Joshua. 
Usyk’s most recent bout was 
a points decision win over 
Joshua’s compatriot, Derek 
Chisora, last October. 


Joshua (24-1, 22 KO) was 
scheduled to fight Kubrat 


Pulev at Spurs’ home stadi- 
um in June last year but the 
coronavirus pandemic led to 
the contest being switched to 
Wembley Arena in Decem- 
ber, when the Briton retained 
his titles with a ninth-round 
knockout victory. 








There were 1,000 fans grant- 
ed access to that fight, the 
last time Joshua was in ac- 
tion, but his Matchroom 
promoter is gearing up to 
welcome 60,000 spectators at 
the 62,850-capacity outdoor 
stadium.

Posey comes Maou | in return as Giants defeat Dodgers 7-2 


(AP) Buster Posey 
picked up right where he 
left off. 


The star catcher hit a two- 
run homer his first time 
up Monday night after 
missing two weeks with 
a bruised left thumb, and 
the San Francisco Giants 
defeated the Los Angeles 
Dodgers 7-2 in the opener 
of a pivotal four-game se- 
ries between the NL West 
rivals. 


“I was wondering how that 
first at-bat was going to go 
after the long layoff. In Bust- 
er’s case, he is so important 
to this team, and having his 
presence behind the plate 
sometimes could even miti- 
gate some potential rust at 
the plate,” Giants manager 
Gabe Kapler said. “To see him 
come out, step up to the plate 
and hit a big home run for us 
was incredibly impressive. I 
thought he had great at-bats 
throughout the night.” 


With the win, the Giants 
expanded their lead to two 
games over the defend- 
ing World Series champion 
Dodgers. San Francisco has 
been in first place since May 
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Posey and Wilmer Flores hit 
back-to-back homers in the 
first inning to give the Gi- 
ants a 3-0 lead, The Dodgers 
countered in the bottom half 
with solo shots by Max Mun- 
cy and Justin Turner. 


It remained 3-2 until the sev- 
enth, when San Francisco 
broke it open with four runs. 





Thairo Estrada — taking 
over at shortstop after All- 
Star Brandon Crawford was 
placed on the injured list due 
to a strained oblique — had 
the key hit with a two-run 
double. 


The Giants’ bullpen also 
came up huge by allowing 
one hit and one walk in six 
innings after Kevin Gausman 
pitched a season-low three 
innings. The All-Star right- 
hander — second in the ma- 
jors with a 1.84 ERA — was 
activated from the Family 
Medical Emergency list after 
he missed the weekend se- 
ries in St. Louis after his wife 
Taylor was hospitalized due 
to pregnancy complications. 


“They really picked me up 
right there. To come in and 
shut down that lineup, es- 
pecially the way they were 
swinging it, was impressive,” 
Gausman said about the San 
Francisco bullpen. “That was 
the reason why we won the 
game.” 


Jarlín García (2-2), the sec- 


ond of five Giants relievers, 
got the win. San Francisco’s 
bullpen retired 11 straight 
Dodgers batters until AJ Pol- 
lock led off the ninth with a 


single. 


“When you get to the ’pen 
you've got to kind of go for 
the jugular and those guys 
kept us at bay tonight,” 
Dodgers manager Dave Rob- 
erts said. 


With one out in the first, 
Posey took advantage of a 
hanging slider from Tony 
Gonsolin (1-1) on a full 
count and launched it into the 
left-field stands for his 13th 
homer of the season. Posey 
drove in LaMonte Wade Jr., 
who led off the game with a 
double. 


Two pitches after Posey’s 
homer, Flores went deep to 
right for his 10th of the year. 
It was the sixth time this sea- 
son the Giants hit back-to- 
back home runs. 


The Dodgers quickly re- 
sponded. Muncy crushed 


Gausman’s fastball down 
the right-field line on the 
first pitch of the at-bat for 
his eighth homer against the 
Giants this season. Muncy is 
the sixth Dodgers player, and 
first since Ron Cey in 1978, 
to go deep at least eight times 
against the Giants in one year. 


Turner followed with a drive 
into the center-field seats. 
It was the second time this 
month and seventh time this 
season the Dodgers went 


back-to-back. 


San Francisco got breathing 
room in the seventh. Jason 
Vosler drove in Posey on a 
sacrifice fly with the bases 
loaded to make it 4-2. Estra- 
da followed with a two-run 
double to left and came home 
when Austin Slater laced a 
double down the right-field 


line.

Gausman, who allowed two 
runs on three hits with three 
strikeouts and five walks, 
threw 80 pitches in three in- 
nings. Despite being away 
from the team, he threw a 
bullpen at LSU on Saturday 
and felt good in his pregame 
warmups, but couldn’t carry 
that through to the game. 
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“I was really quick toward 
home plate,” he said. “I can 
usually fix a mechanical ad- 
justment during games but 
for some reason I couldn’t 
tonight.” 


Gausman issued back-to- 
back walks to Muncy and 
Turner to load the bases in 
the second inning but got out 
of the jam with a strikeout of 
Will Smith. 


Gonsolin yielded three runs 
on five hits in 3 1/3 innings 
with four walks and three 
strikeouts. Only 39 of his 80 
pitches were strikes. 


When asked where his com- 
mand is at the moment, Gon- 
solin said it’s “really bad.”

Tom Brady, champion RIOGALBOrE visit Biden at White House 


(AP) President Joe 
Biden welcomed Tom 
Brady and the Super 
Bowl-winning Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers to the White 
House on Tuesday, the 
first visit by the reign- 
ing NFL champions since 
2017. 


It was Brady’s first visit since 
2005 with the New England 
Patriots when George W. 
Bush was in office. Brady has 
won the Super Bowl during 
four different administra- 
tions but skipped visits by the 
Patriots in 2015 with Barack 
Obama and 2017 with Don- 
ald Trump. 


The Patriots as a team chose 
not to attend after winning in 
2019. 


Brady was front and center, 
accompanying Biden, coach 
Bruce Arians and owner 
Bryan Glazer into the cer- 
emony, which included jokes 
about age and the election 
and a push from the presi- 
dent for players to get vacci- 
nated against the coronavirus 
if they hadn’t already. 


Brady, the seven-time Super 
Bowl champion, put on quite 
the comedy routine, compar- 
ing the Buccaneers’ run to 
Biden’s election victory. 


Biden was presented with the 
traditional gift of a No. 46 
jersey — which Glazer said 
was appropriate since Tampa 
Bay is heading into its 46th 
season as a franchise. 

Players Donovan Smith and 





Bradley Pinion from the 
team’s social justice commit- 
tee met with Vice President 
Kamala Harris on ‘Tuesday 


morning to talk about voting 
rights. 

Talking about how nearly 
200,000 vaccine doses were 


given out at Raymond James 
Stadium — the Buccaneers’ 
home and where they won 
the Super Bowl — Biden 
turned to dozens of players 
behind him and said: “If you 
don’t have a shot, get one, 
OK? Get one, get one, get 
one. You're saving lives, help- 
ing us get back to our lives 
and our loved ones.” 


White House press secretary 
Jen Psaki did not directly an- 
swer when asked if the Buc- 
caneers provided informa- 
tion on which team attendees 
were vaccinated. As of Friday, 
10 NFL teams had reached 
the threshold of 85% of their 
traveling party fully vaccinat- 
ed, though it was not imme- 
diately clear if Tampa Bay was 
one of them.
